“Lee Pressman was also a mem- 
ber of this group, as 
Hiss, who, as a member of the 
State Department later organized 
the conferences at Dumbarton 
Oaks, San Francosco and the 
United States side of the Yalta 
conference, he said. 

Chambers, a short, chunky man, 
said the purpose of the under- 
ground group he knew was “not 
primarily espionage” at the time 
he was acquainted with its opera- 
tions. 

Rather, he said, it was “infil- 
tration” of the Government. 

Chambers testified he renounced 
Communism in 1937 because he 
had become convinced it is a 
“form of totalitarianism, that its 
triumph means slavery to men 
wherever they fall under its sway, 
and spiritual night to the human 
mind and soul.” 

Miss Bentley, mentioned by 
Chambers, is the woman who told 
a sensational story last week of 
collecting information for the Rus- 
sians from many Government em- 
ployes during the war. 

She and Chambers. describe 
themselves as former Communists 
who turned against the party and 
went to federal authorities with 
their stories. 

Went to Authorities. 

Chambers said he reported to 
Washington authorities what he’ 
knew of Communist infiltration of 
the Government two days after 
Hitler and Stalin signed their non- 
aggression pact nine years ago. 

After he broke with Commu- 
nism, Chambers said, he lived in 
hiding for a year, “sleeping by 
day and watching through the 
night, with gun or revolver within 
easy reach.” : 

He said that since he had been 
in the Communist underground, “I 
had sound reason for supposing 
the Communists might try to kill 
me.” , 

Alger Hiss, a Baltimore lawyer, 
began his Government career in 
1933 as lawyer for the Agriculture 
Adjustment Administration. He 
once Was secretary to the late 
Supreme Court . Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. 

He served 10 years in the State 
Department from 1936, rising to 
top adviser on special economic 
and political affairs. He accom- 
panied President Roosevelt to the

Pevely, Beatrice Firms 
Cancel Rises When 
Competitors Cling to 
Old Figure.

Milk prices fn St. Z.ouis con- 
tinued their topsy-turvy course to- 
day, with Pevely Dairy Co. and 
Beatrice Foods Co. canceling 
yesterday’s increase cf a cent a 
quart after their major com- 
petitors failed to follow suit on 
the price rise. Today’s price for 
delivered grade A milk -was 23% 
cents a quart, 

For Pevely, the price cutback 
was the second in a month. On 
July 1 the company announced a 
2-cents-a-quart increase, wiped it 
out the next day and then re- 
stored it July 7 after its major 
competitor, St. Louis Dairy, and 
other operators boosted their 
prices 2 cenis. 

Arthur F. Kerckhoff, Pevely 
president, in announcing today’s 
reduction declared that “Pevely 
customers will not be placed in 
the position of paying more for 
their milk than they have to pay 
any other dairy.” ’ 
He denied as “absolutely un- 
true” a statement by a spokesman 
for the Consumer Federation, 
sponsor of a milk buyers’ strike, 
that the reduction was forced by 
a “flood of cancellations” yester- 
day. The cutback was due solely 
to the situation resulting from re- 
fusal of major competitors to 
boost their prices, he said. 

A different picture, however, was 
given by the Beatrice -Co., one of 
Pevely’s smaller competitors. An- 
thony J. Weber, manager, told the 
Post-Dispatch that cancellations 
yesterday had been “substantial.” 
Like Kerckhoff, Weber said to- 
day’s reduction was forced by the 
competitive situation. 

Kerekhoff and Weber an- 
nounced also decreases of 2 cents 
a quart in wholesale price of milk 
distributed through retail stores. 
Kerckhoff said the new wholesale 
price, 20% cents a quart for grade 
A regular, would put Pevely milk 
in competition with any other 
milk sold in stores. 

He referred to milk of Adams 
Dairy, Inc., which entered the lo- 
cal field last November with a 
paper-packaged product selling 2 
cents a quart under store or de- 
livered prices for.milk of the old 
line operators. Adams milk now 
sells at 21% cents a ‘quart retail. 

The heavy inroads made by 
Adams into the business of the 
major dairies was indicated today 
by reports from two large chain 
groceries that Adams miik sales 
doubled after a Consumer Fed- 
eration buyers’ strike last January 


and increased about 15 per cent /th 


last month after a second buyers’ 
strike. Sales of milk of one major 
dairy have dropped 75 per cent in 
recent months, one grocery

The ballot box had been dis- 
patched to his home before a reg- 
istered letter, advising fiim ‘of his | 
removal as an election - official, 
reached him. The box was coh- 
sidered as being “in transit” from 
the election board headquarters 
to the polling place. 

Chief -*of Detectives Leonhard 
Murphy told reporters Jenkins 
was identified by Mrs. Gertrude 
Goff, cashier in the restaurant, 
and Mrs. Arlette Parker and Miss 
Frances Delavreski, waitresses, as 
the “large man” of the robber 
pair.

While his companion 
held 14 customers and three em- 
ployes at bay with the revolver, 
the man wearing the stocking 
mask went behind a counter and 
took four cigar boxes containing 
the money from a showcasé. The 
robbers then ran to a sedan and 
drove away. Other witnesses will 
be asked to view Jenkins.

‘ve and local offices are be- 
ing chosen and members of the 
major parties’ central committees 
are being elected. 

County Record Possib.e. 

It was apparent that the volume 
of the vote was more 1i'*-' to set 
a new record for a presidential- 
year primary in the county than 
in the city. 

On the basis of comparable pri- 
maries in the past, the city vote 
might range from 175,000 to 230,000. 
In the county, advante estimates 
were 60,000 to 80,000, with the like- 
lihood that 70,000 might be nearer 
correct, 

Registrations are 384,288 in the 
city and 143,028 in the county—a 
new record in the county but not 
in the city. Many voters habitual- 
ly fail to participate in primaries, 
the highest proportion on record 
for a comparable ‘election in the 


City. being 63 .per cent.

Details were veiled in official 
secrecy, but a high authority said 
progress is being made in this 
Soviet capital.

$65,000,000 BUILDING

Inspired stories put out in 
Moscow bave given the impression 
that the western Allies were. back- 
ing down on the German issue, 
but this is not the casé. 

Here is the substance of what 
United States Ambassador W, Be- 
dell Smith and the British and 
French envoys told the Kremlin: 

We are staying in Berlin. 

Your blockade of our sectors of 
the city is intolerable and must be 
lifted, 

You have been hinting that the 
blockade is justified by our de- 
cision to go ahead on our own in 
western Germany. 

This is not so. Our décision 
does not and could not justify 
your blockade. 

We have gone ahead on our own 
in the west because three years of 
trying to get an agreement with 
you for all Germany proved vain, 
and convinced us that you don’t 
want an agreement which we 
could possibly accept. We intend 
to keep on with our program in 
the western part of the Reich, 

But while we are determined to 
go ahead, we are also willing and 
anxious to explore all possible 
“ways of reaching an understand- 
ing, no matter how unpromising 
these ways might seem. 

Therefore, tell us what you want 
to talk about. What are the diffi- 
culties and differences which you 
claim justify your. extraordinary 
conduct? What do you think 
ought to be done about them? 

More than that, we are also 
willing at any time to consider the 
possibility of talking about any 
other problem concerning Ger- 
many as a whole, or Europe as 
a whole. You tell us what you 
are interested in and we'll see 
whether it seems like a good idea 
to talk these things over. 

But, of course, you must lift the 
blockade first, before we will be 
willing to explore any of these 
possibilities,

Results of the initial session 
with Stalin have been kept 
secret thus far, although a cau- 
tiously-worded joint communique 
may be issued late this evening or 
tomorrow. The only clue to the 
world of developments came 
when the three Western repre- 
sentatives left the Kremlin smil- 
ing and in good humor, but with 
no comment. 

Tension Expected to Ease. 

The communique, no matter. 
how cautiously worded, is expect- 
ed to ease the tense international 
situation. The sore spot of Ber- 
lin, in particular, had created a 
series of international crises in 
recent months leading to consid- 
erable war talk. 

After the Kremlin session the 
Western envoys spent long hours 
dispatching official reports of the 
meeting in code to their home 
governments. On his return this 
afternoon from Independence, Mo., 
President Truman, it was under- 
stood, went into conference with 
his leading State Department and 
military advisers to study the re- 
port of Amabssador Walter Bedell 
Smith. 

Although unconfirmed, it was 
also reliably reported that the en- 
voys -would meet again at the 
Kremlin tonight. 


LONDON HOPEFUL, 
BUT IS CAUTIOUS 


LONDON, Aug. 3 (AP) — The 
Foreign Office announced today 
it had received a report from spe- 
cial British envoy Frank Roberts 
on his conference last night with 
Prime Minister Stalin.

BERLIN, Aug. 3 (AP)—German 
civilians stoned Russian sector

There were two versions of the 
incident, which occurred when 
Soviet controlled police squadrons 
conducted raids against black 
marketeers at Potsdamer Platz, a 
favorite trading center. 

Apparently fleeing from the po- 
lice, some of the traders crossed 
the occupation border into the 
British sector to escape, Then, 
according to the British licensed 
newspaper Telegraf, Soviet con- 
trolled police entered the British 
area in pursuit. 

“Crowds in the Potsdamer 
Strasse lined up against the police 
and clashes occurred,” the paper 
said. There were reports that one 


| passerby was dragged out of the 


British sector, manhandled by 
pistol-brandishing Soviet sector 
police and dragged off to their 
headquarters.” 

The Russian-controlled news- 
paper Berliner Zeitung, in its ver- 
sion of the incident, said one of 
the black marketeers sought to 
escape and called upon people in 
the streets for help. 

“He shouted that he was a 
British sector resident and that 
the Soviet sector police were try- 
ing to kidnap him,” the Zeitung 
said. “Thereupon several passers- 
by ran to his aid, threw stones at 
the police and injured one officer.” 

No official British comment on 
the incident was available. Rus- 
sian sector police headquarters ac- 
knowledged only that raids had 
been made. 

There has been increasing bit- 
terness between police in the Rus- 
sian and western sectors, since 
the police chief muddle. Both anti- 
Communist Johannes Stumm and 
Moscow-trained Paul Markgraf 
claim to be chief. 

American officials meanwhile, 
have held up plans for dealing 
with the currency mix-up in Ber- 
lin.

BALTIMORE, Aug. 3 (AP) — 
The i2-year-old gelding Alpine 
Boy has been barred from fur- 
ther racing on Maryland tracks 
and arrangements are being made | musial 
which may keep him from run- 


ning in other states because of a 
jockey’s death. 

The Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion ruled yesterday that no one 
was at fault when the partly 
blind horse bolted through a fence 
at the Cumberland track July 24 
and pitched Jockey Benny Leg- 
gett to the ground. 

Leggett, 22, of Gaithersburg, 
Md., died in a Cumberland hospi- 
tal the next day. 

The Commission said there was 
“reasonable difference of opin- 
ion” whether the horse was too 
binid to run, but placed no blame 
for the mishap. 

Veterinarians who testified at 
the hearing agreed that Alpine |? 
Boy was fit to run, although they 
said he was totally blind in the 
right eye and has a small cataract 
and “periodic ophthalmia” in the 
left. 

Dr. Mason Weadon of Wash- 
ington said the horse has only 10 
to 20 per cent vision in the left 
eye, but remarked that “it is 
amazing that Alpine Boy gets 
around.” | 

“But he does, practical tests 
show he has considerable vision 
in that eye, particularly on a 
bright, sunny day. He has none 
of the symptoms, none of the ac- 
tions of a blind horse.” 

Alpine Boy was barred from the 
Charles Town (W. Va.) track in 
1947. Later he ran in 11 races at 
Laurel, Timonium, Bel Air, Dela- 
ware Park and Atlantic City, win- 
ning three times, placing in five 
and in third position once. 

Jockey John Tammaro testified 
that “he is a rough horse” but 
that there was nothing to indicate 
he is totally blind.

international tension and war danger. 
Zoltan Tildy was the No. 1 col- | « 


laborator in Hungary. He had 
gone so far to please the Com- 
munists that he had alienated all 


democrats and outraged his for- 
mer friends. He sacrificed his 
closest associates, members of his 
own party, the so-called -Small 
Landowners party, and finally his 
personal friends to the new Red 
regime. 

The timing of Tildy’s forced res- 
ignation seems to be more impor- 
tant than the fact itself. It coin- 
cides with the Tito crisis, with the 
sharpening of the situation in 
Berlin and with the worsening of 
the relations between the United 
States and Russia. 

It is obvious that a gigantic 
preparation for a new conflict is 
taking place in the Soviet Union 
and its “sphere of interest.” 

Tightening Their Grip. 

The fact is that the masters of 
the huge Soviet empire are count- 
ing on a new war, ‘which they 
seem to regard as inevitable. This 
is why they are building up a 
gigantic war potential, partly by 
the rapid industrialization of their 
country and partly by tightening 
their grip on their satellites.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial entitled “A Guide to 
Whom Not to Vote For” gave credence 
to the erroneous statement of Curtis 
Betts that “a place on the ward-heelers’ 
slates and on their sample ballots is 
usually awarded to the highest bidder.” 
Mr. Betts’ statement and your adoption 
of its truthfulness plainly indi¢ate either 
utter disregard of the truth or blind ig- 
norance of the facts. 

A ward-heeler, as you and others of 
your ilk call a duly elected committee- 
man or committeewoman, devotes many 
hours a day toward the perfection of an 
organization of workers to man each 
precinct polling place in his or her ward. 
There must be a challenger in the poll, 
two watchers for the official count, and 
runners to perform “leg work.” The 
voting register must be scrutinized at in- 
tervals during election hours, and all not 
. registered as voting must be personally 
.contacted and re-urged to cast their 
votes. 

IT am sure every committeeman would 


| appreciate the opportunity of obtaining 


the services of your editors for just one 
election, upon condition that each one of 
them would offer his service as a gratu- 
ity. One day of election work, of the 
kind above described, would undoubted- 
ly afford your editors an opportunity to 
better understand the civic contribution 
made by a committeeman. 

In the absence of volunteered assist- 
ance from your editors and from others 
entertaining like views, a committeeman 
‘must depend upon workers who, upon a 


promise of payment for their services, - 


take time off from their regular employ- 
ment in order to render service to their 


party. 

Assuming that a minimum of five 
workers should be used at each precinct, 
do you think that an expenditure of $30 
per precinct would be exorbitant for 
nine hours of work by each worker? If, 
you agree that it is not too much, then 
from what source do you suggest the 
committeeman, or ward-heeler as you 
call him, should obtain the funds? Céuld 


- it be that the Post-Dispatch is willing 


to underwrite the expense? Or do you 
agrée that the candidates supported by 
him should furnish the funds? 

There are 11 offices to be voted for at 
this primary, as it affects the Twenty- 
seventh Ward. At $2 per precinct, per 
office, a total sum of $22 per precinct 
will be obtained from candidates, leav- 
ing a deficit .of $8 per precinct for work- 

rs’ salaries. Printing and postage for 
letters and sample ballots will average 
an additional cost of $3 per precinct.

The Department of Commerce has estimated. 
that the United States needs at least 10,000,000 
‘tons of additional steel capacity. From the same 
source comes an estimate that the goods to be 
made from such an additional tonnage of steel 
would be worth 13 to 15 billion dollars a year. 
It does not take an economist to see what that 
would do to soak up purchasing power and help 
restrain the pressures for inflation. 

Early last spring, H. R. McCoy, head of the 
metals division of the Department of Commerce, 
urged that work should begin at once toward 
adding 10,000,000 tons of steel capacity. He said 
that he regarded this as the minimum required 
for the need of the civilian economy. plus the 
demands of the rearmament program. 

Unfortunately, Mr. McCoy has not been heard 
from of late, We surmise that the prospect of a 
Republican administration in January has weak- 
ened the hands of steel expansionists in the Gov- 
ernment until they are ready to acquiesce in 
the industry’s loud insistence that no expansion 
is needed. 

That, of course, is exactly what the industry 
said early in the war. Happily, however, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt forced the industry against its 
will to install capacity for 14,000,000 additional 
tons of steel. Now, even with that new capac- 
ity, the industry is go far behind demands that 
gray market “brokers” are raking in close to a 
billion dollars a year by charging above-market 
prices. 

The steel industry is selling America’s indus- 
trial future short. Before 1929, the steel indus- 
try doubled its capacity every 20 years, to keep 
step with a similar expansion for industry in 
general. Since 1929, the steel industry has ex- 
panded capacity only 33. per cent, against 100 
per cent expansion for the rest of industry. 

The industry sits back and says, “Just wait for 
the leveling off (does it mean depression?) and 
we will have plenty of steel capacity.” Contrast 
this with the prediction of Sumner Slichter of 
Harvard, a conservative economist. Mr. Slichter 
recently listed eight common errors in our eco- 
nomic thinking. He headed the list with “failure 
to appreciate the enormous dynamic possibilities 
of the American economy.” He estimated that 
the national income 10 years from now will be 
260 billion dollars—nearly a third higher than 
now. 

In its present quiescent mood, steel will not 
be in position to furnish the sinews of such an 
industrial expansion. 

‘ Nearly a fourth of America’s steel capacity, 
say Government experts, is technically obsolete. 
If the present generation of steelmasters had 
the required initiative, they could build 20,000,- 
000 tons of new capacity and retain the old as 
standby plant for use in times of peak demand. 

Contrast the mood of present, steel industrial- 
ists with that of Andrew Carnegie, who in the 
1870s saw the dawn of a new age in the glare 
of a Bessemer converter. In his memoirs Charles 
Schwab tells an anecdote that illustrates the 
Carnegie spirit. The two men were discussing 
a costly new mill that had recently cseres placed 
in operation: 

“Well, Mr. Carnegie, the mill is doing all 
that I promised, but if I had to build it over 

again I could save a dollar instead of 50 


cents a ton.” 
“Can’t you make the needed changes?” he 


asked. : 
“No,” I said.

Pilloried by Publicity |

It is something like a 
Thorne Smith extravanganza but with- 
: out the vulgarity. 
Moreover there is a 
philosophical gleam 
in the solution for, 
at the end, one in- 
fers that it may have 
been a hallucination 
dredged up from the 
depths of Mr. Pea- 
body's unconscious 
mind, After all, no- 
body but Peabody 
got a good look at 
the mermaid’s face. 

Mr. Gould's opus is 
a factual record of

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Premature Showdown at Berlin 


‘ S WE wait for the response to the representations which we 


ate making in Moscow, the 


Russian commanders in the Berlin area have thus far refrained 
frof interfering with the: air lift. Thus far, therefore, there have : 
. been no collisions, crashes and casualties. 


“This reflects at least a tacit un- 
‘ that for the time 

being the Russians are not to 
completely by 


through the 
ground blockade. 
Both sides have 
stopped just 
short of the ac-- 
tions which 
would surely pre- 
cipitate violence 
—the Russians 
from: bringing on 
a battle in the 
air, we from 
bringing on a 
ground. 

This leaves the struggle still 
within the realm of diplomacy. 

But, none the less, the diplo- 
matic situation is very serious. 
Our position in Berlin is deterior- 
ating rapidly. For while we are 
not being “driven out of Berlin,” 
the air lift, though spectacular 
and efficient, is quite incapable 
of sustaining the economic life of 
our sectors of Berlin. 


Miscalculated Risk. 


The crux of our problem is that 
because of a miscalculated risk 
taken by Mr. Marshall and Mr. 
Bevin, we have been brought pre- 
maturely to the great, the ulti- 
mately unavoidable, and the nec- 
essary showdown with the Soviet 
Union about the future of Ger- 
many and of Europe. We were 
not able to deliver an ultimatum 
about Berlin because western Eu- 
rcpe is in no condition to face 
war. On the other hand, we are 
not ready for serious negotiations 
because the great constructive 
projects of the Western powers,

You 
also will find detailed instructions 
for sewing plastic film in a leaflet 
distributed in your community 
sewing center.

Still Faithful as Hospital Aid 


Ernest L. Hampe Has Completed More Than 1500 Hours of Service

T the height of wartime vol- 

unteer enthusiasm, in the fall 

of 1944, a patriotic group of 
St. Louis business men enrolled in 
a series of courses given by the 
Social Planning Council to learn 
how to sterilize instruments, take 
temperatures, squeeze fruit juice, 
make beds with mitered corners, 
and otherwise aid the ovrcrowded 
and understaffed local hospitals. 
Last week, three years and nine 
months after his graduation from 
that course, one of those business 
men, Ernest L. Hampe, completed 
his 1515th hour of volunteer serv- 
ice as a hospital aid at Barnes 
Hospital, 

Quietly and unassumingly, with- 
out fanfare or financial remunera- 
tion, Hampe, a textile salesman in 
his daytime hours, has spent two 
or three nights a week at the hos- 
pital, continuing long after most 
wartime aids slipped into peace- 
time apathy. Father than feeling 
that he’s doing the hospital a fa- 
for, he feels the obligation is all 
on his side. 

“Why, I feel flattered that I’m 
permitted to come out here to an 
institution as nationally known as 
this one and help out,” Hampe 
says. “The work here isn’t only 
interesting but it’s been as bene- 
ficial to me as it has to.the pa- 
tients.” 

As a hospital aid, Hampe does 
just about everything that needs 
to be done, except give medication, 
and his duties range from poach- 
ing eggs to boosting morale. 

“I’ve just finished taking tem- 
peratures,” he explained to us as 
he took us on a tour of the floors 
he was working the night we vis- 
ited him. While he has worked 
all over the hospital, recently he 
has stayed pretty much around 
that section known as the “pa- 
vilion,” and on that particular eve- 
ning was on the second floor, tak- 
ing care of both surgical and med- 
ical cases. 

“Next I'll chart the tempera- 
tures for the nurse,” he said, “and 
then later on I promised a man I’d 
fix his daughter some nourish- 
ment, 

“This is the sterilizer,” he said, 
leading us to that piece of equip- 
ment. “We sterilize all instru- 
ments and then put them here,” 
he indicated a tray, “so they’re un- 
touched by human hands. 

“This is the kitchen,” he con-

tinued into the next room, “where 
We prepare food if anyone wants 
a light lunch, a poached egg, some 
fruit juice, or tea. Otherwise all 
the food comes from downstairs. 
Certainly I can poach an egg,” he 
answered our query somewhat in- 
dignantly, “I can softboil an egg, 
fry an egg, do anything to an egg. 
Then when I finish with that, I'll 
go around and rub a few backs.” 

Hampe’s hours the nights he’s 
on duty are from 6:30 to 9:30. 
The first thing he does when he 
gets to the hospital is to change 
from business clothes to a pair of 
white trousers and white shoes, 
usually keeping on his white dress 
shirt and bright colored tie. He 
then reports to whatever floor 
needs his help. From his long 


and faithful service, he’s well 
known to just about everyone 
around the hospital from elevator 
man to head officials. 

“T’yve always liked nursing and 
hospitals,” Hampe says of his 
early interest in the hospital aid 
course, “so when a friend of mine 
called my attention to a news- 
paper story about the hospital aid 
course for men I thought I’d try 
it, since I had time on my hands 
anyway. There were 25 men in 
our class. We took our training 
out here and Miss Louise Hilligas, 
daytime superintendent of nurses, 
was kind enough to instruct us. 
I’ve never seen any of the other 
men since the first or second 
night. Some of them went to dif- 
ferent hospitals and others, I

“Moonshine in the Water.” 


O hope for “moonshine in the 

water” is to hope for some- 

thing like the millenium, It 
is one of the most poetic expres- 
sions surviving through the ages 
to more or less familiar usage 
at the present time. 


Perhaps Shakespeare's usage 
helped the saying on its way. It 
reads thus: “O vain petitioner! 
beg a greater matter; Thou now 
request’st but moonshine in the 
water.” 


This time, however, the gem 
of metaphor was not Shakes- 
peare’s own; it goes back much 
further than his time. Already 
in 1546, Heywood listed it among 
the colloquialisms known to the 
speech of the time. Here are his 
words: “I will as soon be hylt, 
As waite againe for moonshine in 
the water.” 


And for the saying’s first re- 
corded use one goes to that an- 
tiquarian’s delight, the collected 
letters of the Paston family, spe- 
cifically to a letter written in 1468, 
from which we quote: “If Sir 
Thomas Howys wer made byleve 
and put in hope of the moon 
shone in the water and I wot nat 
what.” 


Thus from 1468 to 1948, “moon- 
shine in the water’ remains an 
allusion to the extravagant wishes, 
the hopes, the dreams of optimis- 
tic men.

West made the opening lead 
that any good player would make 
—namely, the spade ace, Natural- 
ly, he intended to follow up with 
the spade king, thereby showing 
that he had started with a 
doubleton, and to put his partner 
in with a diamond for a spade re- 
turn and ruff. 

When the dummy appeared with 
only two spades, West should 
have revised his plan drastically, 
but for some abstruse reason, he 
decided to play the spade king 
also. He then shifted to a low 
diamond. East took the nine with 
the ace and returned a diamond— 
but South was now in an excel- 
lent position. He ruffed with the 
heart three, cashed his king, 
queen and jack of hearts, then 
went to dummy with a club to 
cash the heart ace. While he was 
thus drawing West’s last trump 
he discarded a spade from his own 
hand, and could then claim the 
balance with solid clubs and the 
Spade queen. 

West should have shifted im- 
mediately to a diamond instead 
of cashing his second spade trick. 
With only a doubleton spade 
turning up in dummy, what point 
could possibly be served hy cash- 
ing the king—except to establish a 
spade trick for South! On an im- 
mediate diamond shift, declarer 
could not have made ten tricks 
without ruffing two diamonds, and 
the moment he did that, he could 
not pick up West’s trumps.
